DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Amendment filed April 3, 2008. All applicant's arguments 
were considered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed April 3, 2008, with respect to claims 21 
and 39 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 21 and 39 has 
been withdrawn. 

Applicant argued the Frankel reference does not teach a first dispersive element to split a 
first references beam from a first light beam and a second reference beam from a second light 
beam and a second dispersive element to split a third reference beam from a first light beam and 
a fourth reference beam from a second light beam. The examiner agrees. The Frankel reference 
does show two distinct dispersive elements however the system works to send only on beam of 
light to each dispersive element and therefore the dispersive elements cannot split both the first 
and second beams at each location. 

Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 21, 23, 25-27, 30, 32-39 and 41-44 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 21 and 39, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed 
optical device or method including a first dispersive element to split a first references beam from 
a first light beam and a second reference beam from a second light beam and a second dispersive 
element to split a third reference beam from a first light beam and a fourth reference beam from a 
second light beam. 

The remaining claims depend from claim 21 and 39 and are allowable for the same 
reasons. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
